How many picture postcards are 
sold in Gettysburg in a year? 
At least a million, according to 
W illiam IL Tipton, who introduced 
the first cards, containing views of 
the battlefield, into the community 
back in the eighties. 
The first consignment of cards, 
an assortment of five or six of the 
best views on the battlefield, seui 
very slowly, Mr. 
Tipton said, the 
price being five cent* each, or six 
for 25 cents. 
Idea From Germany 
A postcard sent Mr. Tipton from 
Germany gave him 
the 
idea 
of 
publishing views of the battlefield 
on cards. 
A German firm, makers 
of postcards in a sepia, or brown 
tint, had an agency in New* York, 
and to this 
concern 
Mr. 
Tipton 
:;ent five or six views. 
About £,000 cards were made of 
each subject, Mr. Tipton said, but 
the price apparently was too high, 
and they sold very slowly. 
Before 
that time, no one 
in 
Gettysburg 
handled postcards with 
views 
of 
the battlefield.

From that elevation, 
above the tops of trees, the battle- 
j field photographer got one of the 
most unique photographs taken on 
the battlefield.

Little Round Top and the Virginia 
memorial en Confederate avenue, 
follow in favor with visitors, in 
the order set down.

H arrisburg, July 14.—T he shoot­ 
ing of blackbirds in Pennsylvania 
during this year will be illegal, the 
State Game Commission announced 
recently. 
The blackbird season in I 
past years extended from August 
I to November .‘IO. 
Decision to stop shooting of black­ 
birds 
resulted 
from 
th e 
many 
game-law 
violations 
by 
hunters 
who claimed they 
were 
seeking 
th a t bird. 
Records of the commis­ 
sion show th a t at least IO per cent 
of the annual game-law violations 
were committed by hunters who 
claimed to be after blackbirds. 
As small birds of all kinds are 
killed for food in a num ber of for­ 
eign countries, many of such viola­ 
tions were charged to foreign-born 
residents. 
Robins, 
flickers 
and 
doves also fell in large numbers 
to such hunters, who usually gave 
as an excuse that they “looked like 
blackbirds.’* 
Members cf tho commission be­ 
lieve that closing 
the 
blackbird 
season not only will deprive il­ 
legal hunters of an excuse for be­ 
ing in the woods prior to the small- 
gam e open season, hut also va ill 
save valuable birds of other kinds.
